4. This free, this everlaiting, this gene- 
ral pardon of all offences, our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt hath purchaſed for all that are kis; that 
is, for all that do, and all that ſhall believe in 
him, in all places, and all agcs of the world. 
Att. 12.39. By him ali that belteve, are juſti- 
fied from all thinos, frommwnich they con!d nat 
be juſtified by the Law of Moſes. Atts 10, 43. 
To him gave all the Prophets witneſs, that 
through his nime, whoſoever believeth tn him, 
(ball receive remiſſuun of ſins. 

Now this free, this everlaitins, this fill and 
general pardon, which our Lord Jeſs Chriſt 
bath 
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hath obtained for all that are his, by ſhedding 
his blood for them, isa ground of ftrong con- 
ſolation under all the troubles of life, and all 
fears and terrours of death. Rom. 5. 1, 3. Be- 
ing therefore juſtified by F aith -We glory in Tri- 
bulations. Juſtified perſons, whoſe fins are re- 
mitted through the blood of Chriſt, may elo- 
ry not only when they are got out of their 
troubles, but when they are in the midſt of 
all their tribulations, Iſa. 33. 24. The Inhabi- 
tant ſhall not ſay I am ſick, the people that dwell 
therein, ſhall be forgiven their inquities. It is 
not ſaid the Inhabitant ſhall be without ſick- 
neſs. The greateſt of Gods favourites are li- 
able to ſickneſs, as'wellas other men. . Daniel 
was a man, greatly beloved, yet he was ſick 
and faint many days. Dan. 8. 27. 1 Daniel 
fainted, and was ſich certain dayes. And it is 
ſaid of Lazarus, Fohn 11. 3. Lord, be, 
whom thou loveſt, 1s ſick, Juſtified perſons are 
oft times ſick, as well as other men, but the 
pardon of fin, doth ſo ſweeten their affliction, 
that they ſhall not ſay I am fick; that is, they 
ſhail not ſay by way of complaint, and diſcon- 
tent. Sin unpardoned, makes afflictions like 
gall and wormwood, that is, exceeding bitter. 
Lam. 3.5, 15, 42. He bath compaſſed me with 
gall — He bath filled me with bitterneſs, he hath 
made me drunken with worm wood — We have 
tranſcreſſed and rebelled, and thou haſt not par- 
d»1ed But pardon of fin doth ſo ſw2cten the b'it-

No, but becauſe 
the people that dwell therein ſhall be forgiven 
their iniquitie, VVhen a man is taken fick, 
and his ſickneſs for ought he knoweth, may be 
his death ſickneſs ; when he is ſo lick, that he 
can't g0, or ſtand, or ſetup, but is confined 
to his Bed - if his ſins be forgiven him, he may 
be of good cheer. Math. 9. 2. Son be of good 
cheer, thy ſins be forgiven thee. Here is a lick 
man, his ſickneſs was very uncomfortable, he 
was ſick of the Palſie, he was brought very 
low, he kept his Bed, there was no way for 
his recovery. but a miracic ; yet before Chriſt 
oave himany intimation of his purpoſe to heal 
him, he bid him be of good cheer, and why ! 
becauſe his {ins were forgiven him. 

This pardon of all our fins, which is ob- 
tained for us by our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, may 
comfort us againſt all the fears an4 terrours of 
Death, on ſeveral accounts. | 

(1.) VVhenour fins are pardoned, the ſting 
of Death is taken away. For the ſting of Death 
& ft, 1 Cor. 15. 56. And when Sin is for- 
given, Death hath loſt its ſting, and when the 
ſting of Death is taken away, we need not be 
afraid of Death, it can do us no harm. 

(2.) VVhen our fins are pardoned, we may 
be aſſured ovr Souls ſhall be faved ;. for God 
elorifieth all whom he judificth. Ron. 3, 30, 
Whom he juſtified, rem he alſo 7lorified, Tit. 3.7.

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That being juſtified by his grace, we ſhould be 
Heirs, according to the hope of eternal life. 


3. Jeſus Chriſt, by his death and ſufferings, 


hath obtained for all that are his, freedom from 
eternal condemnation, and this isa ground of 
ſtrong conſolation under all the troubles of 


this life, and againſt the fears and terrours of 


Death. There is not any one perſon that be- 
longeth to Chriſt, that hath an intereſt in Chritt, 
that ſhall come into condemnation. Rom. 8. 1. 
There is therefore now no condemnation to them 
which are in Chriſt Feſus. T hat our Lord Jeſus 
Chriſt hath redeemed all that are his from eter- 
nal condemnation, is evident ſeveral wayes. 

1, Becauſe Chriſt dyed for us, Rom. 8. 34. 
Who ſhall condemn ? It is Chriſt that dyed. 
The Death of Chriſt is our ſecurity from Eter- 
nal Death. Helaid down his life on purpoſe to 
ranſome us from Eternal condemnation. Math. 
204.28. The Son of man came to give his life a 
ranſome for many ;, out of reſpect to, and for 
the ſake of this ranſome, God will deliver 
all that are Chriſts, from goins down into the 
bottomleſs pit. Job 33. 24. Deliver him 
from going down into the pit, for I have found a 
ranſom. 

2. The ground and cauſe of our Condemna- 
tion is taken away by the Death of Chriſt, 
which is ſin. For God condemneth no man 
but for fin; and therefore Chriſt having by 
his Death taken away our fins, hath taxen 
away. condemnation from us. 

: 3. God, 
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3. God out of reſpe&@tothe death and ſuf- 
ferings of Chriſt hath promiſed, that none 
that believe in Chriſt ſhall come into condem- 
nation. Joh. 3. 16, 18. God ſo loved the world 
that-he gave his only begotten Son that whoſoever 


believeth on him ſhould not periſh, but ſhould have 


everlaſting life — He that believeth on him ts 
not condemned. Job. 5. 24. Verily, verily, 1 
ſay #nto you, hethat heareth my word, and. be- 
lievethon him that ſent me hath everlaſting lifes 
and (hall not come into condemnation, bt 1s paſ- 
ſed from Death unto Life 

4. The Keys of Hell are in the hands of 
Jeſus Chriſt, he-hath power to caſt into Hell, 
and to keep out of Hell whom he pleaſeth. 
Rev. 1.18, 1 am he that liwveth and was dead, 
and behold I am alwe. for evermies' Amen, 
and. bave the Keys of Hell and of Death . And 
if the Keys of Hell be in the hands of Chriſt, 
then all they that are- Chriſts are upon ſure 
grounds, that they ſhall not come into condem- 
nation, for he will not in any wiſe caſt any of 
his Members intoeternal torments.

And ſeeing all they that are Chriſts are xe- 


deemed from eternal condemnation, this may 


comfort thein under all the troubles of this 
world, and again the fears and terror of 
Death. It may ſcatter and diſpel al] our ſor- 
rows, and fill our hearts with joy and gladneſs 
When we underſtand and believe that we are

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ranſomed and delivered from eternal torments, 
Ifa. 35. 10. The ranfomed of the Lord ſhall re- 
turn and cometo Lion with Songs, and everlaſt- 
ing joy upon their heads, they (hall obtain joy and 
 gladneſs, and ſorrow and ſighing ſhall flee away. 
\ This hath relation to the deliverance of the 
Jews out of the Babylonian Captivity, which 
was a type of our deliverance from eternal mi-

again the captivity of Zion, Then was our mouth

Now if there were ſuch joy nn. ſinging by the

Hell is a 
worſe place than Babylon, the captivity of Ba- 
bylon was but for 70 years, but Hell torments 
are for Eternity.

Be careful for 
nothing : but in every thing by prayer and ſuppli- 


cation, 
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cation with thanksgiving, let your requeſts be 
made known unto Cod. And the peace of Goa 
which paſſeth all underſtanding, ſhall keep your 
hearts and minds through Chriſt Jeſus 
VI. Letthe word of Chriſt dwell richly in 
your hearts, that you may have ſome ſuitable 
romiſes, to- have recourſe unto in all your 
troubles, for that will give youabiding peace, 
and ſtrong Conſolation in all your troubles.

By. the peace of God we maywn- 
derſtand , not only that peace which God com- 
mands us to have one with another, but that 
peace which God gives in our own hearts and 
Conſciences, as it is taken. Phzl. 4.7. Then 
the peace of God rules in our hearts, when 
it keeps our hearts quict, under all troubles, 
ſo as no troubles are able to diſturb and break 
our peace. Now the way to attain to this is, 
to let the word of Chriſt dwell in us richly in 
all Wiſdom. Thenthe word of Chrſt dwells 
with us, when it abides in our hearts, we are 
acquainted with it, and we converſe daily with 
it, as we do with thoſe that dwell in tne fame 
houſe with us. Then it dwels in vs richly, 
when we are well ſtored with the promiſes 
of the word, when we have promiſes ſuitable 
to every” condition, and every trouble that 
we 
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we paſs through. Then it dwells with us in all 
Wiſdom, when we have the right underſtand. 
ing of the word, and know how to make uſe 
of it upon all occaſions, as we ſtand in need 
of it. It was by the word that David found 
comfort in all his aflictons. Pſal. 119 49, 50. 
Remember thy werd unto thy Servant, upon 
which thou haſt cauſed me to hope. It was alſo 
from the word of God, that Jeremiah had his
